lars to Prince Albert, son of the count of 
Flanders, brother of King Leopold; 16 000 
to Princess Clementine, the King’s third 
daughter; and as an especial token of grati- 
tude to the king the sum of $10,000,000, in fif- 
teen annual installments, for his use in con- 
structing hospitals and schools and forward- 
ing scientific work in Africa. 

Furthermore, Belgium must expend the 
sum of $9,000,000 In work for which contracts 
already have been made. In addition, King 
Leoppld retains in fee simple 40,000 hectares 
|. of land at Mayumbe for coffee and cocoa 
growing experiments, and during hislifetime 
he is to enjoy his interests in the Congo con- 
cessionary companies and the property in 
Belgium and France which he purchased out 
of the funds of the Congo foundation. Upon 
the death of the king all this property wil 
revert to Belgium. 


Cabinet Near Resignation. 


Today’s action on the part of the chamber 
had not been expected and at the last mo- 
ment nearly caused the collapse of the cab- 
inet. During the first reading recently of 
the colonial bill, which provides for the ad- 
ministration of the Congo Independent state, 
and which with the treaty was adopted to- 
day, Herr, Woesta, leader of the right, se- 
cured the adoption of an amendment reliev- 
ing Belgium of the responsibility of guar- 
anteelng the payment of the interest on 
the Congo debt, but yesterday the govern- 
ment made a determined effort to secure the 
restoration of the stipulation that Belgium 
would make advances to Congo ig case of 
necessity. 

Although accepting defeat on its financial 
question, the government has pointed out 
that a direct contradiction exists between 
the treaty and the colonial bill as voted, 
the treaty shouldering the financial re- 
sponsibility, while the bill rejects it. It 
is understood that the government will make 
an effort in the senate to amend the bill so 
as to reconcile the provisions of the two. 
Among the important modifications of the 
original articles of the bill are the abolition 
of forced labor and the prohibition of mem- 
bers of the Belgian parliament from ex- 
ploiting Congo concessions.

Stabbing Starts Melee. 

Feeling against the negro dock labdrers 
has been growing since the reports of the 
rioting at Springfield. Early in the afternoon 
some of the white men declared they would 
not work unless the negroes quit. The lat- 
ter, when this request was made, refused 
to comply, and a quarrel started between 
Brady and Hawkins. The negro, according 
to the police, stabbed Brady in the neck and 
arm, and this brought the trouble to a cii- 
max. b 

The whites went to the aid of Brady, other 
negro laborers rushed forward, and in a mo- 
ment the fighting became general. Practical- 
ly all the white and negro laborers emplayed 
by the transit company joined in the battle. 
Bricks and clubs were gathered and freely 
used, with the result that half a dozen men 
fell to the dock wounded and bleeding: 

The shouts and curses attracted the atten- 
tion of white’ and black dock laborers em- 
ployed a short distance away by the Lehigh 
Valley Transportation company, and they 
separated as they ran to the scene and took 
sides with the combatants. 


Two Riot Calis Sent In. 


Two riot calls were sent to the Chicago 
avenue police station and two patrol wagons 
with patrolmen under command of Lieut. 
Reight and Sergt. Harrigan were hurried to 
the docks. 

With clubs the police charged the fighters 
ard after many had been struck over the 
head the battle was stopped. 

Employés of the Kirk soap factory nearby 
shouted encouragement to the white men 
from nearly every window of the building. 
When the crowd saw Hawkins in the hands 
of the police it surged toward the bluecoats 


as if to take him away and make good its 


threats of lynching. The police drew their 
revolvers and shouted that any who ad- 
vanced would be shot. This had the desired 
effect and no further trouble was experi- 


enced. 

Hawkins was the only man arrested, the 
other fighters, except the injured, who were 
removed to their homes, escaping while the 
police were dispersing the crowd of spec- 


tators. .

HAINS CASE SEA OF DENIALS 


All Statements Made Retracted 
and Others Issued. 


TALE OF SCANDAL INCREASES 


Woman’s Lawyers Declare S he Has 
Been Unjustly Defamed. 


New York, Aug. 20.—[{Special.]—Denials, 
reiterations, and supplementary details were 
the order of the day today in the case grow- 
ing out of the murder of William E. Annis 
by Capt. Peter C. Hains Jr. 


Lawyers for Capt. Hains and his brother 


gave out at least a part of the alleged con- 
fession of Mrs. Hains. Frank G. Wild, Mrs. 
Hains’ attorney. on behalf of his client's 
father, Charles H. Libby,’ denied that Mr. 
Libby had made a statement accusing Capt. 
Hains of unnatural practices and alleging 
that conditions were existing among army 
officers similar to those revealed in the Ger- 
man army. 

John F. McIntyre repudiated his state- 
ment of Wednesday night, when he asserted 
that Mrs. Heins’ 19 months old child was 
not fathered by Ha:ns, and admitted that 
such a statement could not be proved. Fi: al- 
ly the lawyers for the prisoner began round- 
ing out their defense on the ground of m- 
samity as regards the captain, and attributed 
T. Jenkins Hains’ action to a desire to shield 
his brother from possible attack. 

It was stated tonight that for eight nights 
immediately preceding the killing ot Annis 
Capt. Haine did not sleep, but remained 
dressed and walked about the house and 
veranda all night. The captain at this time 
was at the home of his brother, T. Jenkins 
Hains, in Brooklyn. 


Loved Annis for Six Years. 


According to the lawyers for the defense, 
Mrs. Hains, in her alleged confession, ad- 
mitted she had known Mr. Amnis for six 
yeare and had loved him from the first. She 
admitted wrongdoing with him on eight oc- 
casions, according to John F. McIntyre, the 
place being given as the bachelor apartments 
of a friend in Manhattan. 

The alleged improprieties are described as 
taking place in the afternoon, when the ab- 
sence of either party from home would not 
be noted. 

‘The wife admitted also, according to her 
husband's lawyers, that from April 10 to 
April 17 she had been at a hotel in West 
forty-fourth street with Mr. Annis, regis- 
tered under the name of Anderson, and that 
during this period a criminal operation had 
been performed upon her. 

it is this alleged oonfession which the de- 
tense will claim unbalanced the mind of 
the captain and rendered him irresponsible 
for hig acts. 


Confessions Taken Down Verbatim. 


This confession, according to John F. Mo- 
Intyre, was the summing up of several oral 
confessions taken down by a stenographer, 
typewritten, and the transcript signed in the 
presence of reputable witnesses. The signa- 
ture was affixed in Capt. Hains’ home at 
Fort Hamilton. 

Frank G. Wild, counsel for Mrs. Hains, 
characterized this as an irresponsible state- 
ment, ‘‘ cruel*’ to hig client and to the inno- 
cent child involved. Besides denying that 
any of Mrs. Hains’ children is ilegitimate. 
Mr. Wild said tha: a criminal opera Hon never 
hed been performed on Mrs. Hains; that she 
was not guilty of the charges of infidelity; 
that the charges alleged to have been made 
by her against her husband were never made, 
nor were they made for her. 


COMMEMORATE GREAT DEBATE 
OF LINCOLN AND DOUGLAS. 


Semi-Centennial of Famous Event Cele- 
brated Today by Ottawa Chapter of 
Daughters of the Revoluffon.

So far as the latter are concerned this is my 
situation: I am to take part and say something 
at President Wilson's inauguration on the 25th 
inst. I have agreed to do the same at the opening 
of the new building of the chamber of commerce 
in New York on the Iith of November.

COTTON POOL COLLAPSES. 


Violent Break Puts Bulls to Rout 
Amid Wild Scenes on the 
Exchange.

The Lusitania has lowered the best previous 
record for a transatlantic voyage by more 
that three hours. Tie 
Cunard turbine liner 
arrived off Sandy 
Hock lightship at 10 
o'clock tonight, hav- 
ing made the run 
ecross the Atlantic over the short course 
in four days and fifteen hours. The Lusi- 
tania’s former record, which was also the 
ocean record, was four days eighteen hours 
and forty minutes. The steamer by its rew 
performance lowered its former mark ard 
the record mark by three hours and forty 
minutes. 

The Lusitania’s previous best performance 
Was made last November when the short 
course was still in use. As the season ad- 
vanced the big turbiners, with the remainder 
of the great liners, began using the southern 
or long course to avoid danger from ice- 
bergs. Both the Lusitania and its sister 
ship, the Mauretania, then began a series 
of record breaking performances over the 
long route, which continued until recently, 
when the vessels again sought the short 
course for the fall and winter season. 

Tuned up by its many fast trips in spring 
and summer, the Lusitania began speeding 
for a record breaking run immediately on 
leaving Queenstown Sunday morning. For 
the twenty-four hours up to noon on Mon- 
Gay, the 17th, the liner had logged the record 
total of 650 knots, seven knots more than 
the previous best record for a day’s run, 
made by it on July 6 last. 

The Lusitania did not attempt to come up 
the bay tonight, anchoring outside the bar 
at 10:13 o'clock. It will dock early tomorrow.

moved in 1869 to 114 Wabash avenue and in 
1870 was burned out, rebuilding just in time 
for the fire of 1871. Though Mr. Farwell 
did not at that time retire from businem, 
since 1801 the responsibility of conducting the 
business has been borne in larger measure by 
other members of the corporation and 870 
by him. His son, John V. Farwell Jr., 

treasurer and manager of the company, Ch 
which two other sons also are connected. 


Established a Wholesale District. 

Throughout the period of its existence the 
house of Farwell & Co. has ranked among 
the foremost business enterprises of Chi- 
cago. On at least one occasion it made a 
move that in large measure determined the 
direction of the business growth of the city. 
‘his was immediately after the great fire of 
1871, the second time when the Farwell house 
was burned out. The wreckage of the fire 
nad hardly been cleared away before the 
members of the firm had decided to rebuild 
at once, and in a locality far removed from 
what had been the business center of the 
city. 

Up to the time of the fire the wholesale 
houses had not adopted any defined locality 
as their own. Retail houses had grown grad- 
ually into the wholesale trade, and had kept 
their places among the other retail houses. 

But the members of the Farwell firm de- 
cided that there was no need for a wholesale 
house to have so central a location. They 
also believed that Chicago was to have a 
great and rapid growth and that it would be 
far better for all concerned to have tune 
wholesale and retail districts distinctly sepa- 
rate. With this in mind they chose for the 
site on which to reéstablieh their business a 
spot which in that day was considered of no 
value for business purposes-—near the spot 
the house has occupied, with repeated addi- 
tions, ever since. It was in Monroe street, be- 
tween Franklin and Market, and the firm re- 
mained there till 1882, when it removed to its 
present site at Market and Monroe streets, 
southwest corner. 


Other Houses Soon Followed. 

The wholesale house of Field & Leiter was 
the first to follow to the neighborhood near 
Monroe and Market streets, and soon others 
adopted the same policy. Every present day 
Chicagoan knows what a compact array of 
wholesale and jobbing houses now occupies 
the territory that extends for blocks east, 
north, and south from that spot. 

Throughout his life Mr. Farwell was a 
deeply religious man, and he gave liberally 
in the support of religious and educational 
enterprises. 

He was a stanch friend of Dwight L. 
Moody and a supporter of the latter's work, 
and it was at Mr. Moody’s suggestion that 
Farwell hall was so named. Mr. Farwell's 
admiration for Mr. Moody was little short 
of boundless, and it was through Mr. Far- 
well’s financial support that the Chicago 
Avenue church was made a permanently as- 
sured success. Mr. Farwell, in fact, has been 
called *“ the inventor of Dwight L. Moody.“ 


Conspicuous as Union Supporter. 

During the civil war Mr. Farwell was con- 
spicuous as a supporter of the union and of 
all organizations formed to aid the union 
cause. He was a member of the Christian 
and sanitary commissions, and was one of 
the foremost of those engaged in recruiting 
the board of trade regiment and in raising 
$40,000 for its equipment. 

Another work of Mr. Farwell's was the IIli- 
nois Street mission, which he started in 1854. 
It was designed especially to reach saloon 
boys, but it rapidly grew into proportions 
that embraced all classes of outcast children, 
and from feeble be<@nnings it has expanded 
into a large church and Sunday school. For 
ten years Mr. Farwell was the superin- 
tendent of the mission. 

Among Mr. Farwell's good works were his 
labors in behalf of the prisoners at the bride- 
well where he long was in the habit of hold- 
ing religious services on Sunday, and where 
he was the means through his temperance 
appeals and ley preaching, of reclaiming 
some of the most obdurate.

Only one man, a saloonkeeper, argued | 
against the sentiments set forth in this 
speech, and he was hiseed and hooted out of 
The rest stood with Mr. Farwell. 


IK MARVEL NEAR TO DEATH. 


Author of Neveries of a Bachelor“ Crit- 
ically Ill and Relatives Hasten 
to His Bedside. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 20.—[{Special.]— 
Donald Grant Mitchell (1k Marvel) is suf- 
tering from an attack which has caused 
alarming symptoms to develop, and tonight 
the condition of the venerable author waz 
reported as serious by his physician, Dr. 
‘Thomas Russell. . 

Mr. Mitchell is at his home in Edgewood. 
He ts 85 years old.

NATION'S DUTY TO TRY. 


Scientist Says the United States 
Should Enter Every Field of 
Manly Effort. 


BY ROBERT E. PEARY. 

S. S. Roosevelt, Hawke Harbor, Labrador. 
July 21.—Now that the bigness of my objects 
and the splendid generosity of my friends 
have enabled me to make good in fitting out 
my present expedition, I can define my posi- 
tion in regard to antarctic work without 
giving ground for the impression that I was 
scattering my energies or diverting! any of 
my strength from the work immediately at 
hand, 

I believe in finishing the first cherry before 
making a bite at the second I have, how- 
ever, felt for some time that the time wes 
nearly or quite ripe for this country to enter 
the arena of antarctic exploration and en- 
deavor to obtain its share ot honors and 
acientific information ye. awaiting the ex- 
plorer in that region. I stated my ideas as 
long ago as 1904 in an address before the 
National Geographical sociéty in Washing- 
ton. I repeated those ideas in another ad- 
dress before the same society in December, 
1906. 

At the recent organization of the Interna- 
tional Polar commission at Brussels, H. L. 
Bridgman, secretary of the Peary Arctic 
club and United States government delegate 
to that commission, presented the following 
communication from me: 


Early Plans to Go South, 

Grand Union Hotel, New York City, May 20, 1908. 
Dear Sir; I beg to state that on my return from 
my coming arctic expedition I shall endeavor in 
every possible way consistent with my other duties 
to promote and organize a national American ant- 
arctic expedition, to secure for this country its 
share of the honorsand valuable scientific informa- 
tion still awaiting the explorer in that region. 

The project would include the building of another 
special ship, on the same general lines and in the 


- light of the experience gained in building and psing 


the Roosevelt, and the utiNsation of the method 
and equipment evolved during my past seventeen 
years of arctic work. It would not contemplate my 
personal association with the ‘expedition in the 
field. 

While too early now to make any definite state- 
ment, it is hoped that the Peary Arctic club may 
lend its encouragement to the work. : 

This project, I am happy to state, has the ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt. 

At a subsequent session of the commission it 
is hoped to offer a more detailed presentation of 
the matter, for such action or suggestions as the 
commission may see fit. Very respectfully,

pedition might take one of several forms, de- 
pending upon circumstances 


Tentative Plans for Expedition. 

The expedition might be entirely a gov- 
ernment affair, officered from the United 
States navy and manned by volunteers en- 
listed for that purpose. Or it might be 
financed partly by the government, partly by 
private individuals and institutions, officered 
from the United States navy, and manned 
by volunteers enlisted for the purpose. Or 
it might be financed entirely from private 
sources (individuals and organizations), and 
manned by officers of the navy loaned for the 
purpose by the government. 

The promotion of such an expedition should 
be properly undertaken by a strong national 
antarctic committee located at Washington, 
closely affiliated with the National Geo- 
graphical society, with ite thousands of 
members. 

The campaign of exploration of such an 
expedition should be outlined by a commit- 
tee of the best geographical experts in the 
country. The scientific program should ve 
outiined by a committeé of scientific experts, 


acting in conjunction with the geographical 


committee. 

Nation’s Duty to Enter Every Field. 

My personal interest in the matter is, first, 
the feeling that rhis country has the right, 
not to say the duty, to be represented in 
every field of manly effort that is likely to 
mean an increase of national reputation and 
a strengthening of national morale and esprit;

The prohibition of an armed landing was 
eommunicated to Admiral Sperry, who in 
reply informed the government that he would 
not allow his men to participate in the pro-

ment, after which it was announced that the 
government had granted permission for the 
American sailors and marines to land armed, 
but without ammunition.

Springfield Spirit Not Manifested in 
Chicago When 3,000 Negroes Parade 
Through Streets of South Side.

SAILOR DRIFTS FOR HOURS 
WITH DEAD BODY OF CAPTAIN. 


Capt. Thompson of Schooner Juanita 
Killed by Swinging Boom During

Bryan Brings Luck to Opponents. _ 

It is a coincidence founded upon facts that 
after each election at which Bryan was a 
candidate for president the democratic lead- 
ers of Maryland have been in poor straits. 
Thus in 1897, the year after Bryan’s first de- 
feat for the presidency, the state elected a 
republican legislature, which in turn elected 
Judge McComas United States senator. 

In 1901, the year after Bryan’s second de- 
feat, the democrats apparently controlled 
the house of delegates by the narrow mar- 
gin of one vote. By that slender thread they 
succeeded in organizing the house, though 
they subsequently partially lost control. 
They held the senate through the majecrities 
which they piled up in 1899, three years af ter 
Bryan's first defeat and one year before his 
second nomination. 

These are the reasons why the democratic 
leaders look forward. with fear to next year, 
the year following “which seems to be the 
inevitable defeat of Bryan.

OLD TIME DIAMOND STAR DEAD. 


Albert Bushong, Noted as Catcher on St. 
Louis Browns in Eighties, Dies 
at Brooklyn. 


New York, Aug. 20.—Dr. Albert J. Bushong, 
famous as a baseball catcher, when a member of 
the St. Louis Browns and the Brooklyn team, died 
at his home in Brooklyn late yesterday. Bushong 
was born in Philadelphia fifty-two years ago, and 
in the 808 vied with“ King Kelly for first hon- 
ors as a backstop.

We publish on this page today an able 
editorial from the New York Times 
which is addressed to the voters who are 
opposed to the Roosevelt administration, 
who would have preferred one of the 
allies to Taft, and to whom Mr. Bryan’s 
nomination was unwelcome. 

We do not agree with the Times that 
it is a question whether Mr. Bryan or 
Mr. Taft will carry out the Roosevelt 
policies, or that the differences between 
the democratic and republican platforms 
are negligible. While there are many 
points of obvious similarity in them, the 
democratic platform contains glaring 
vagaries and alarming, if nebulous, theo- 
ties which are as distasteful to the presi- 
dent and his followers as to the more 
conservative element in the country. 

It is sufficient to note the currency 
plank and the plank on the regulation of 
trusts, one of which is fraught with dan-’ 
ger and the other hopelessly impractical, 


as well as menacing to business. 


But we do agree with the Times that 
the campaign is largely one of candidates, 
With one or two exceptions the ablest 
papers in the country, including many 
like the Times which are democratic in 
their inclinations, are ‘supporting Taft 
because of his character and training. 
He has had long experience in public 
office; Mr. Bryan has not. He is a doer 
and not a talker; Mr. Bryan is the re- 
verse. He is calm, deliberate, and con- 
sistent; Mr. Bryan is none of these. His 
judicial training and his judicial tempera- 
ment make him exceptionally fit to fil 
the several vacancies which will occur in 
the Supreme court during the next presi- 
dential term. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Bryan’s legal training, his 
experience in the practice of the law, or 
his temperament fits him in any way to 
make appointments to the Supreme court 
of the United States. 

To those who have not compared care- 
fully the qualifications of the two candi- 


dates for the presidency we commend the 


editorial of the Times as a dispassionate 
analysis of the character of the two men 
by a democratic newspaper which has not 
hesitated to attack the Roosevelt admin- 
istration but which has the courage to 
support the candidate whom it believes 
best fitted to fill the presidential office,

The proper arrangement of this is as yet 
a matter of interested controversy. But 
a wise solution will be reached in time, 
No action taken in connection with the 
roadway between Twelfth and Jackson 
will affect other than favorably the great- 
er project further north. 

The beautiful home of the University 
club is rapidly taking form as a splendid 
addition to the row of noble structures 
along the west side of the avenue.

For something like 
2,400 years the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries have not been 
The little affair at 
Thermopyle angered the Greeks, and the 
subsequent events at Salamis and Mara- 
thon did not wipe out the Grecian recol- 
lection of two sackings of Athens. 

Then the Persian mind was inflamed by 
a number of events of which the most 
memorable was at Arbela. The spirit of 
unforgiveness has lingered for many 
years, and it is pleasing to learn that 
there is hope of a formal recognition that 
bygones are bygones. It is especially 
pleasing in view of the fact that the shah 
of Persia is having troubles of his own 
at home. Evidently they have brought 
him to see what a wicked thing is strife 
and how desirable is peace and good will.

2 MUCH capital has Soak made in the 
national legislature at Lisbon, and in 
the Portuguese and foreign press, of 
the numerous advances made to the 
reigning family during the last twen- 
ty-five years by the treasury. without par- 
liamentary sanction, but with the full ap- 
proval of the cabinets in office at the time, 
that it is only fair to call attention to the fact 
that the late King Carlos and his fath 
King Luis before him, at various times d 
ing their reigns ceded from their civil 
list sums amounting to $4,800,000 in order 
to relieve and assist the national exchequer 
at moments when it was in financial! straits. 
No public mention has been made of this, al- 
though it is a matter of official record, and 
the sum in question more than offsets the so- 
called advances received by the royal family. 
Fortunately Senhor Ressano Garcia, one 
of the most respected statesmen of Portugal, 
and who has been prevented by illness from 
taking any active part in politics during 
the last year, is about to bring the matter 
forward in the chamt pr of peers, of which he 
is a member. He is ‘able to speak with au- 
thority in the matter, having been minister 
of finance during the reigns of both Dom 
Luiz and Dom Carlos, and seems to be pretty 
well the only former cabinet minister who 
has not been frightened by public sentiment 
and clamor against the royal family into dis- 
avowing all knowledge and approval of the 


advances made to the two kings, and to their 


respective consorts. 

These pusillanimous attempts by the states- 
men in question to dissociate themselves 
from all connection with the advances have 
in we nigh every instance been defeated by 
political rivals, who were able to show the 
signatures of the ministers concerned to the 
orders given for the payments to the reigning 
house. It must thoroughly be understood 
that the advances to the latter were made in 
order to defray expenses incurred in con- 
nection with the suitable recepfion and en- 
tertainment of foreign rulers paying state 
visits to Portugal, rulers who have included 
the chief magistrates of several republics— 
namely: the presidents of France, of Brazil, 
and of Argentina. In fact, all the money fuy- 
nished in this manner by the treasury was 
devoted to official purposes, that is to say, 
to defray expenses whith here in this country 
would be settled hy an independent vote of 
congress, instead of being saddled on the 
executive. 

—— 

Ot course the one mistake about the mat- 
ter was the failure of the ministers and of the 
cabinets responsible for the advances to sub- 
sequently report them to parliament, and to 
receive legislative approval for what had 
been done. But that is a fault which must 
be laid at the door of the ministers rather 
than of the reigning family, and the widowed 
Queen Amelie is not far wrong when she com- 
plains that she, as well as her dead husband, 
and her father and mother-in-law, have been 
abominably treated and misrepresented by 
the Portuguese and foreign press, which have 
held up the royal family as greedy plun- 
derers of the national treasury, without any 
newspaper presenting the true facts of the 
ease, and without any of the statesmen to 
whom she had a right to look for defense ex- 
plaining matters. 

The endeavors of the present and past min- 
isters to save themselves by conveying the 
impression that the two kings and two 
queens had looted the treasury without their 
knowledge and behind their back have ended 
by disgusting the people, and now, when old 
Senhor Garcia presents in the chamber of 
peers the figures showing that the sums sur- 
rendered hy the civil list to the treasury more 
than cover the amount advanced by the lat- 
ter to the reigning family, it will certainly 
produce a revulsion in public sentiment, all 
to the advantage of the young king. The 
widowed Queen Amelie possesses a large ſu- 
dependent personal fortune. She received 
about $750,000 by way of dowry from her 
father, the count of Paris, on her marriage, 
and at his death he bequeathed her a further 
sum of over $1,500,000. 

Among the much criticised advance to the 
royal house she figures for a sum of $150,000, 
and this she has announced her intention of 
repaying at once out of her private resources, 
regardless of the showing of the ex-Finance 
Minister Garcia, and of the testimony fur- 
nished to the effect that the funds in ques- 
tien were employed for purely official pur- 
poses. Young King Manuel has likewise 
offered to gradually pay off out of his civil list 
and personal means the sums turned over 
without legislative sanction to his father 
and grandfather. But it is probable that in 
view of the evidence now about to be fur- 
nished for the first time by ex-Finance Min- 
ister Garcia, his proposal will be rejected. 


—~_- 


Meanwhile, an unpleasant impression has 
been created abroad by the failure of the pres- 
ent administration of Portugal to bring to 
justice any of the instigators of the murder 
of the late Dom Carlos, and of his eldest son; 
the more so as these instigators are, well 
known and prominent members, not of the 
republican faction, but of the two so-called 
monarchical machines, who were driven to 
desperation by the activity of the ill fated 
monarch, and of his premier, Joao Franco, in 
abolishing the spoils: system, and the glaring 
and incredibly shameless financial and ad- 
ministrative abuses upon which they had 
until then fattenéd. 

While the instigators of the assassination 
are not at the present moment in office, either 

at ceurt, or in the cabinet, they are walking 
about, free, known, and with undiminished 
regard and honor at Lisbon, unmolested by 
the government. In fact, the conditions are 
only little better than at Belgrade, where the 
murderers of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga still figure in the entourage of his 
successor, King Peter, and high in the office 
of the state. It is for this reason, and like- 
wise to spare King Manuel unnecessary ex- 
pense, that foreign sovereigns will give the 
court of Lisbon a wide berth for many along 
rear to come.

Duke Charles of Wurtemberg, who in the 
early years of his reign was known as the 
Sardanapalus of Europe, by reason of his 
almost insane extravagance and oriental 
profligacy, left no children by either of his 
two marriages. He had a daughter by his 
first wife, Frederica, Margravine of Branden- 
burg-Bayreuth; but the chili died in its 
infancy. He is known, however, to have left 
a number of illegitimate children, as during 


Wim the American people have the Roose- 
velt policies continued and administered by 
Mr. Taft on by Mr. Bryan? That is the real 
question before them for decision. It is a 
difference of men, not of ,Jatforms. The 
platforms differ—that may be admitted at 
once. They differ visibly in detail; it would 
be easy to show that they differ irf substance. 
But both alike embody the Roosevelt poli- 
eles. 

They are set forth at Denver as Oklahoma 
understands and would apply them; at Chi- 
¢ago they are presented in phrases carefully 
fashioned to win western approval while 
giving the least possible offense to eastern 
sentiment. But upon the Chicago platform 
Mr. Bryan would have been rejected by the 
country twelve years ago even without free 
silver. The radicalism of Mr. Roosevelt 
would have alarmed the people then. Now 
we have grown accustomed to it; we are no 
longer afraid of that part of it which is sound, 
reforming, and remedial. 

A great part of the people and all the larger 
business interests, even those that are alto- 
gether law abiding, would dread a continu- 
ance of radicalism with Mi. Roosevelt as 
president. They would be appalled at the 
possibilities of radicalism with Mr. Bryan 
as president. It would be for them a verita- 
ble reign of terror. The administration of 
Mr. Roogevelt’s policies by Mr. Taft would 
give them no such cause of alarm. 
| The difference, then, ig between the candi- 
dates. They are equally well known to the 
country, the tried and the ur tried, Mr. Taft 
schooled and ripened. by large experience, 
Mr. Bryan altogether inexperienced in ad- 
ministrative duty; Mr. Taft wise, judicial. 
steadied by great responsibilities borne with 
unfailing credit, Mr. Bryan «nstable, flighty, 
fertile in extemporized principles, and justi- 
fied to the approbation of the people neither 
by achievement nor by sagacity. 

We know that public policies, the old and 
the new alike, will be executed by Mr. Taft 
reasonably, with.calmness, with sanity. He 
is less impulsive than Mr. Roosevelt, noi 
given to disturbing utterarce, averse to 
spectacular and ill judged display. We know 
nothing of the kind about Mr. Bryan, for he 
has not been tried. We do know that his 
mind is unsteady, his princip:es unsafe. The 
country has twice rejected him for that rea- 
son. lf he at all believes what he says, what 
he continually preaches t his followers, 
what he causes to be written in his platforms, 
nis election to the presidency. with the power 
and the intent to apply his coctrines to the 
administration of public affairs, would be 
an immeasurable calamity. 

We may fully trust Mr. Taft to enforce the 
laws; to punish the transgressions of corpora- 
tions and of individuals. All those policies 
of Mr. Roosevelt that have yielded beneficial 
fruit will most certainly be continued by him, 
but with less of tumult and disturbance, Mr. 
Bryan would deserve and receive the execra- 
tion of his worshipers and would end his pub- 
lic career abjectly if he did not go much 
further than Mr. Roosevelt has gone in the 
paths of radicalism, in chastising the cor- 
porations, and in federal meddling with busi- 
ness. The difference between the two can- 
didates is so marked and distinct, so unmis- 
takably clear, and it is a difference so vital 
to the public welfare that the rejection of 
Mr. Taft and the election of Mr. Bryan would 
be an appalling evidence of popular delusion. 
Nevertheless, it must not for one moment 
be assumed that the people will clearly see 
their true interest and render the only wise 
Gecision. Under the incessant agitations of 
Mr. Roosevelt public opinion has been roiled 
and muddied until from its disturbed depths 
all sorts of strange things have come to the 
surface. Years would hardly clarify it, and 
it cannot be expected to become less turbid 
in a campaign in which Mr. Bryan is at work. 
He épenly appeals to the republican support- 
ers of Mr. Roosevelt's radical policies. 

He will make a tremendous campaign in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, the Dakotas, Wis- 
consin, Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho. 
There he will seek to break through the re- 
publican lines. here he must be met and 
fought, there the republicans must contest 
every inch of the ground, not ‘n the easy and 
complacent expectation of an assured vic- 
tory, but with unremitting vigilance as of an 
army that feels itself in danger. 

It would be inexcusable folly to underrate 
Mr. Bryan’s strength. He cannot be dis- 
posed of offhand by picturing him forth asa 
charlatan, a play actor, a demagogue appeal- 
ing to popular passion and prejudice. All that 
has been said about him before, and it did not 
estop six millions and a half of people from 
voting for him. He has strength, unques- 
tioned strength. His almost uncontested 
dominance in the democratic party proves it. 
He has a hold upon the confidence, upon the 
affections, even, of an immense number of 
people in the west and northwest, and the 
weariness and distrust of him that have been 
manifested in the east and in the south con- 
stitute a most unsafe warrant for predicting 
his certain defeat after a walkover repub- 
lican campaign. 

His real weakness and incapacity as a 
statesman must be made known to the voters, 
the shallowness and the peril of his princi- 
ples, the crudity of the public policies: he 
evolves with such facility, and the disasters 
far more terrible than the evils to be cured 
which would ensue upon the application of 
his remedies must be brought into the view 
of the people and made plain to their under- 
standing. To democrats of the old time faith 
he and his principles are no more acceptable 
now than in 1896 and in 1900, when they re- 
fused him their votes. 

His principles are not democracy. He bine 
cessantly demands an increase of the powers 
of the federal government, a policy that 
would end in the extremest form of central- 
ization. and to that tendency the democratic 
party has always stood opposed. It is in 
those states where the tide of Roosevelt en- 
thusiasm has risen highest, it is among the 
republicans in those states that the work 
must be done which will assure the defeat of

Main Offender in Springfield Riots. 

Geneva, III., Aug. 17.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. I— The reign of terrror at Springfield is 
an example of that worst of human passions— 
race hatred. The ultimate cause of these 
riots is not found in an angry and irrespon- 
sible mob, made up of the worst social ele- 
ments, nor in- the alleged crime of a black 
man against a white woman. The cause lies 
farther back, in a sentiment, a state of mind 
cherished by hundreds of our most intelligent 
and respectable citizens, 
this country hardly exists except in relation 
to the color question. It banks safely on a 
public sentiment that if not sympathetic and 
approving is in the majority of cases indiffer- 
ent, hostile, or bored with the whole subject. 
Hundreds of humane, intelligent people, 
shocked at the cruel methods of the mob, at 
heart share its feeling and convictions on 
the general subject. * 

If race prejudice were confined to the un- 
thinking masses we could deal with it more 
effectually. Until our sense of citizenship 
broadens and our patriotic faith deepens, we 
shall continually fail in the solution of this 
race problem. The disgrace of the Springfield 
episode is our disgrace. It is not the failure 
of the black man’s civilization but of the 
white man’s. 

Every white and woman should ask 
himself or herself this question: What am 
I doing by my prevailing thought or feeling 
on this race question, my every day talk and 
discourse, to abet and encourage, or to dis- 
courage and put an end to such scenes and 
deeds as made at the Springfield riot?’’ 

Where power and influence and the sense 
of privilege are, there lies the chief responsi- 
bility, there the voice of duty should speak 
loudest. The white man has not yet begun 
to realize his accountability towards the 
black man. An edict of emancipation, the 
ballot, the chance of am education, even 
these are but poor and partial atonements 
for that long period of slavery, when unsup- 
ported by a sense of brotherhood, mutual ob- 


ligation, and common effort towards the 


completest manhood. 

If we are the dominant race, as we proudly 
call ourgelves, it is time to ask how and to 
what end we are dominant. If only through 
the might of law or prevailing custom, asa 
long start gained in material civilization, our 
right to lead is poorly acquired. Justice and 
the spirit of humanity afford the only true 
basis of any claim of superiority. Why are 
we so afraid to be simply just? Why should 
the golden rule stop short with the negro? 

The main offender at Springfield is that im- 
personal force called public opinion, a white 
public sentiment felt nowhere as in this land 
of freedom and opportunity, a sentiment sup- 
ported in race pride and selfishness that flatly 
contradict all our professions of love of coun- 
try and love of God.

Th. formation of 
Bryan-Stevenson clubs alreacy begun u an 
indication of the activity with which the 
democrats of this city will press Lis cam- 
paign. =

will run ahead of Stevenson or vice versa, 
But since the disastrous fight within the re- 
publican ranks between Yates and Deneen 
there is no speculation among democrats ag 
to the certainty of carrying this state for 
both national and state tickets.

Plans for a simgle track subway under 
sidewalks of downtown streets were sub- 
mitted yesterday to Paul Redieske, deputy 
commissioner of public works, by T. H.

Highest prices for the day were made 
in the first few minutes of trading, profit tak- 
ing and selling against the ups holding the 
market in check during the remainder of the 
session. Outside business continued Nght 
and the total volume of trade was compara- 
tively light. 
Liverpool Shows Firmer Tone. 
Liverpool closed 1d to 1%4 higher for fu- 
tures, and the general tone of foreign news 
Was more bullish than for some time. 
Reports from Austro-Hungary were to the 
effect that no wheat would be exported from 
that country this season. Russian offerings 
continue moderate, and reserves in that 
country are understood to be exceptionally 
Nght. Paris wheat was % lower, Berlin e 
off, and Antwerp and Budapest unchanged. 
Buying of September, which has been con- 
spicuous for several days, was again a 
factor, and offerings were unusually light 
at times, any heavy buying orders congest- 
ing the market. Elevators interests have 
been buying in their short wheat and putting 
out their hedges in December, narrowing 
the spread. Fear of a squeeze in the cur- 
rent month is keeping the selling down toa 
small scale. Light receipts of winter wheat 
and the failure of stocks to accumulate ma- 
t at distributing points during the 
heavy run have been big factors in the in- 
crease of bullish sentiment shown recently. 
Cash markets were all firm, and the highest 
rice of the season was again paid by a 
miller for No. 1 hard spring wheat— 
$1.34. Omaha reported light receipts, and 
receivers in all markets said acceptances 
were extremely light. 


Thrashing Progressing Rapidly. 

Thrashing in the northwest is progressing 
rapidly and a heavy run of spring wheat is 
expected by the first of next week. Min- 
neapolis yesterday had 27 cars of new wheat 
included in the day’s receipts. The demand 
for new wheat to arrive continues excellent 
and Minneapolis quoted No. 1 northern toar- 
rive within twenty days $1.08. 

Rumors of heavy export business the last 
two days not previously reported were again 
current, but while it was understood there 
were fair buying orders quite close to the 
market, the reports of actual business could 
mot be confirmed.

A car of new No. 3 Spring wheat 
was received, the first of the year, and sold at 
$1.08. The general demand for cash wheat was 
moderate as a result of the upturn in futures, 
but there was a fair inquiry, with several orders 
for export close to the market. Prices relatively 
were steady. At Minneapolis it was reported that 
old No. 1 northern sold as high as $1.26, but the 
market was quoted $1.24, with new No. 1 northern 
to arrive about $1.08.

Strong weight native steers sold to best advahtage 
this week and made gains of 25@85c in prices. while 
a week ago they were the slowest sellers and suf- 
fered the most decline. Packers were the priricipal 
buyers of this kind of beef, and thei 
attributed to the cooler weather. whic expected 
to stimulate the consumptive demand for beef prog- 
ucts. Yearling steers of strong weight also came 
in for a more energetic inquiry this week indicat- 
ing that the demand for high priced beef is showing 
signs of recuperating from the lethargy which 
characterized the trade all summer. : 

Traders generally commented on the sharp fall- 
ing off in the receipts of range steers, none being 
able to account for the irregularity which has phar- 
acterized the movement from the range district 
this season. Arrivals of rangers so far this ‘week 
aggregated 18 000 against 10.500 the correspond- 
ing period a week ago, but of this total 11 000 were 
received om Monday, while only 2.200 came 
Wednesday, and a few loads of Dakota cows, con- 
stituted the day's contribution from the ranges. 

Receipts of hogs did not show the expected in- 
crease. and most traders were of the opinion that 
excessive arrivals would not be seen here until 
prices reached a much higher level. Present re- 
ceipts indicate that producers are not letting go of 
their good hogs freely and the large percentdgeof 
mixed hogs included in the arrivals is indicative of 
the trouble country operators are having making 
up loads of hogs at the prices they are forced to pay 
in the country. it being considered almost impossi- 
ble to buy a large drove of one man owing tp the 
well rooted idea the farmer has that hogs will 
reach and pass the $7.00 mark before another crop 
is ready to be marketed While packers showed 
indifference in making their purchases. these tac- 
tics were used more in order to keep values from 
advancing too fast than in any anticipation that 
they might succeed in forcing prices lower. 

Hog receipts of late have included a more liberal 
sprinkling of pigs. and these have accymulated on 
the market. Although the demand for pigs of any 
weight was not brisk. it was much easier selling 
the extremely heavy lots and the 40600 Ib offer- 
ings than the 80@100 lb offerings, buyers showing 
little need of the latter grades at any price. | 

Hogs left over from Wednesday's market were 
officially counted at 9.364, the largest left over sup 
ply in many days and much heavier than the gen- 
erality of the trade had looked for 

Shippers were given credit for purchases of 5.000 
hogs This number was considered heavy, with 
fresh arrivals of only 16000. Nine packers bought 
only a few more than 12 000 hogs. of which Armour 
& Co. and Swift & Co. had 6 200 between them. 
Both shipper® and packers wanted hogs of quality 
and preferred paying higher prices than take com- 
mon offerings at a discount. 

Lamb values the last two months have alter- 
nated advancing 50@7T5c one week. only to react 
and lose all of the gain or more the following week 
A week ago it was almost impossible to ask too 
much for choice lambs, and on closing days sales 
were up to $6.75. This week. however, an inctease 
in the arrivals and less desirable quality of offer- 
ings resulted in a sharp reaction, and packers paid 
30.006 0 25 for the best offerings with a great deal 
of reluctance.
